news from the Arctic region: 

Frnni tho United States revenue stoniii- 
cr J{ii,sli, Capt. Sbofiard, coiiiiiiamling, 
the following news ia brought from the 
.\rctic: Tho vessel left Uuualaska Sept. 
1 Stii and Choumagin Island September 
L'lsl. 

On or about Sept. 5tli at Land Point, 
Pa|ioir Island, Louis Sharp shot and 
killed Win. li. Dingley,a native of Maine, 
aged 65. He also at the same 
time shot and seriously, although nut 
fatally, wounded .James O'Brien, agent in 
charge of Lyiide it Hoiigh'a tishing and 
t rading sbition at Sand Point. O'Brien 
waa shot below tho eye, the ball puasing 
nut at the neck, just grazing the wind- 
pi I>u. He was taken to Unga Island and 
t reated by Dr. Call of the Alaska com- 
pill ly's steamer Dora and thence to Oon- 
alaska. On hia recovery he will probably 
ruLtirn tl I San Fniiicisco by the Alaska 
company's steamer St. Paul. 

Tho United States ateanier Thetia, Cap- 
tain Emory, from the Arctic, arrived in 
Ooiialaska Sept, 17th. All hands were 
reported well. The Thetis coaled ship at 
I loiialaska and'sailcd on the 20th of Sep- 
l.eiiiber for Sitka to land CJnvernor Swine- 
ford of Alaska Territory ; thence she sailed 
to Victoria, B.C., to land the body of the 
late Archbishop Seghois, murdered by 
Frank Fuller on the Upper Yukon in the 
winter of 188li-87. 

The schooner Vanderbilt, owned by 
Dodge it Brun of thia place, is reported 
high and dry at Sank Harbor. She part- 
ed her luicbor cli.'iins during tho heavy 
northweat gale of Se|iteiiibor 12th to 16th 
hikI waa beached. No lives wore loat. 

The schooner Helen Bluhm has sailed 
for San Francisco, and the schooner O. S. 
Fowler sailed from Sand Point Septem- 
ber 2l8t for this port and will land stime 
Indian hiinlcra on the downward trip. 
Captain Mtinson ia autl'ering from a se- 
vere injury of the hand. 

The Bush brings down Captain Fiir- 
geraon and crew, ten men all told, of tho 
schooner Angel Dolly, from Stm Fran- 
cisco, which vessel was hauled on the 
lieaoh at Ounalaska as unseaworthy. 

The Thetia brought from St, Michaels 
aiiventy-one inint'is who had drifted down 
the \iikon frmii the gold lielda and who 
were unable In get away from St. 
Michaula. Fifty-three were taken to ,lii- 
iieau and eight came to San Francisco on 
tho Rush. The arrival of the Thetis at 
.SI. Michaels waa fortunate, indeed, aa 
only four months' food leiiiaiiied for the 
nine iiioiitlis of winter which waC upon 
I hem, and but for the timely arrival of 
tho ship much suffering must have en- 
sued. 

.(ohn Bretniier, who went into the 
Yukon country with Lioutenaiit , Allen's 
party, U. S. A., waa murdered by In- 
diana laat June. Tho miners captured 
and lynched his murderers in the follow- 
ing month, 

I'he Thetia loft the Arctic September 
1st, and all wore well on the whaling 
fleet. The Bteamere are to the eastward 
and the sailing vesaels are to the westward 
ot Point Barrow.

CiuoAiio, 111., Oci. ti.— The strike of 
alreet c.-ir conductors, drivers, and cable 
gripineii on the noi Lli side was iiiaugu- 
ralcd iiceorditig to prograniine. At six 
o'clock this inorniiig not a car waa run- 
ning on the north division. The side- 
walks have boon filled with pedeatriaiis 
bended for tho business portion of the 
oily aiiict; early in tho morning, and ex- 
press wagiiiiH and rattle-traps of nil de- 
Huriptioii <iii >vhich letnpornry seats have 
been lixeil arts being run by tho strikei 
mid otherH, and are piitronizod to their 
fulleat capacity. Tims far no violence on 
thij part of tho strikers has been reported 
and none is expected, 
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A MAXITOUA MUDDLK. 

Tliu disjiutu butwucii tliu gDvernniunt of 
Maiiituba and it« whilom supporter and 
adv(icato, the Free Freia, has reached the 
ncute stngo. The Free Fresa roundly ac 
cuBes Mr. Greenway of having made a 
corrupt bargain with the Mauituba Con 
tral Railway ConjjKiiiy, of having deceivod 
and luinil)iif;t;ed its rcpiesuntativos and 
left tlioiii in tlio lurch after all. Tiio atory is 
a Iihil; iuul ;\ coinplic.itod duo, ami as yet 
but one aiile nl it li;i.s liooii tcikl. The 
Free /'c/.v allinu.s that in cmiaitleratidn of 
tiiu Hum ti{ §2,500 lioiiig paid to JMr. 
(iioi^nwa)' himself for his own eleetion ex- 
jioii.so.s, and £510,000 for general election 
l)iir|iuao3, ho would carry tiirough the 
Assembly ceruil.. legislation favorable to 
the Manitoba Central, For a time the 
Manitoba premier kept to his agreement 
and he and the Manitobtv Central people 
wore the best of friends. Then, accord- 
ing to the now opposition ort^an, Mr. 
( i'retMiw;i\' eonumilicud a course of double- 
ilcalini; uifli tile eoinijaiiy, iiiakii L; prom- 
ianH aiid liii-akiiii^ ihcni :uul coiitinuin;,' 
ni'yntiat imia u hicli he knew >vnulil never 
come to anything. It does not appear, 
liowevcr, that the Manitoba Central paid 
the $12,500 which it promised. After a 
M'hile the company was thrown over and 
then a bai-guin was made with the Northern 
Pacific. The Free Frea$ concludes its 
formid.able indictment of Mr. Greenway 
and hi.s colleagncH with the following 
words: "Mr. (Jreenway may feel him- 
self iiijiiied by the foroiroing. The Fni: 
J'l-i'sa will Iji' happy to meet him in any 
Court of competeiit jiuiadiclion to give 
him such Hatisfactioii aa may be adjudged 
by twelve good men and true." Even 
if matters are not so bad as 
the Free Press tries to make them out to 
be, it is evident that Mr. Greenway has 
made a muddle uf it, and that he will find 
it oven more diflicult to retain power than 
he did to acquire it. The Mornhuj Cull, 
of course, does its l)est to arouse pojjular 
i'ldignatiiiii aijaiiist iMr. f!reeii\vay and hia 
lU'dhods. It repeata the story told by the 
Fii'f with variations on the dei)rav- 

ity of the "drit.s." It is, however, hardly 
fair to iitoiiomicu upon the charges irntil 
it ia known what Mr. (Jreenway has to 
siiy for himself. He is at present in the 
East, and when he comes back he must 
clear himself of the charges brought 
against hiui, or be disgraced in the esti- 
mation not oitly of the Manitobans but in 
that of the people of the whole 
Dominion. 

Since the above was written a telegram 
has been received which informs u.s that 
Mr. (ireenway has accepted the 
I'fcss challenge,' ami entered an action for 
criminal lilicl aL;ainHt its iiiaiiagmg direc- 
tor, Mr. ^\'. F. Lu.xton. The <£uarri!l 
appears to bo u very pretty one as it 
stands. 



IMPERIAL CONFEDERATION. 

Mr. Dallon McCarthy in a letter to 
Loi-il luiselieiy explaining why he ciiulil 
not atlciul a council of the Imperial 
Kederation League, lately licld in Jjondoii, 
snys some things about the scheme of Iin- 
periid Fodoration which are well worth 
considering. One of the objections 
which the op])onents of that scheme urge 
against it, is that it is too indelinite, that 
there are no dutail.s. They ask the h'ed- 
urationisls to produce their scheme of gov- 
ernment in dutiiil, to let tliuin know what 
is to be done - and how it ia to work. 
When thii advocates of Federation de- 
cline In do this their opponenis regard 
the icl'iisal aa a confcasinn uf weakiie.Ms 
anil aa .an adiiii.ssioii of I he iiiipi acticability 
of I heir IbiM.ry. This is what Mr. Mc- 
Carthy says on this [lart of the .sulijecl: 

" I ipiile agree with you that it, is as- 
yet ini])oasiblo to , forniuhite any scheme 
which wemtd be ut once practicable and tkt 
the same time likely to command that 
general assent from tlio varioim parts of 
the wide spre.ad I?rilish lOinpIro which 
aiicli a I Jiiipi mil ion ought to have in order 
to secine its .acceptance, and a mistake in 
prematurely allempthig' to construet a 
pl.-it rorm could not bo otlierwlHo than in- 
jiirioiiM In the gi-iNil iicIkmiM! which we havi: 
at hi-arl." 

" llaHlrii .iliiuly " is evidently Mr'. Mc- 
Carlliy'.'i nioilo. He lliiiiks th.'it the 
Leagnt! slioiild conline its oxertionH to ills- 
Homiiiatiiig the priiicijtk'fl on whioh il i.s 
foiimled the time for devising details, of 
lilhni; in the outline as it wore, will come 
by anil iiy. 'I'his mode of jirocuduro Ik 
both nii)doHt and judicious. Those 
heaven ■ born stjktesmen wlio are 
ready >^at an hour's warning to pro. 
duce an elaborate censtitutioa for 



any country or any federation of coun- 
tries invariably lind the result, of their 
ei4sy exertion perfectly worthless. On 
another subject Mr. McCarthy is at some 
l)ains to correct an ec£oue<iUB improssiun. 
He says : 

"It cannot, i)erhap3, bo too often re- 
peated that in the proposal for Imperial 
Federation it has never been contemplat- 
ed that the coloiiial depeudonoies are to 

surrender the, r'ghts of self-government 
which they now oiijiiy ; Vmt tlio conniion 
defence of the Kiiipire is a matter in 
which not merely the Mother Country 
hut every colony is interested; to which 
in justice and fairness, every colony ac- 
cording to its means, regard beii)g had to 
its comparative stake in the interests to 
bo protected, ought to contribute and.it is 
impossible to doubt tlnit a great country 
like Canada, for nxaniple, must ere long, 
in onu torm <ir another, assiniie the biir- 
lion of that n.'itioiial life to which she has 
grown." 

The knowledge that Canada will not be 
loijuired under Imperial Federation to 
give u|) the independence she now exer- 
cises will reconcile manj' to the scheme 
who, under their present impressions, feel 
disposed to oppose it, as all must ac- 
knowledge that the time must come when 
she must undertake, either in whole or in: 
part, the burden of her defence. " There 
may be differences of opinion as to the 
precise time when Canada muat lake upon 
herself the burdens as well as to exer- 
cise the powers of a nation, but that it 
must arrive some day no one doubts. Is 
it not well, then, to keep this ciiutin- 
guncy, which may be dehiyed but cannot 
be avoided, in sight ? 



THE AVKKS- CASK. 

'I'he Doniiiiioii ( luveruinent has d 
cided not to apjieal fri'iii the judgmciil of 
the C.iuadiaii Coiirl oi I'lxclieipier in thi. 
celebrated Ayera' i-'aae. In cuiisei|UciK'L' 
of this decision the (iovernmcnt must pay 
over to Ayors nnd Co. some §130,000 and 
law costs to the a.wiuiit of $^0,000 and 
more. The {lovornnient were led int' 
this ease by the oiticiousnuss and mis 
directed zeal of certain customs house 
odicers. The Chief Justice, in giving his 
decision, spoke in \'i^ry severe terms of 
the methods of some ot the cuatoins house 
nllicers. Thoir comluct in this c.-ise was 
very far from being fair t<i the parties ac 
cused of attempting to defraud the re 
venue. Hia remarks leail to tiie conclu 
sion that the complaints made by the mer- 
cantile community as to the inrjuisitorial 
practices of the ollicers of cuBtoma in the 
Dominion are well grounded and that 
giving the oflicers a share in all the 
seizures they make places a temptation In 
oppressive tiiid unfair ilcaling in their 
way, which many of them are uii.'ildo to 
resist. They also showed that the de- 
cision of disputed cases should be t.'ikeli 
out of the lianila id' the heads of the 
diatoms Department. It is too much to 
expect strict justice to be done when 
men are judges in their own cases. If a 
Customs Court had been ostjiblished 
when the dispute between the Ayers' 
Company and the Customs Department 
first arose it could bu settled <|uickly and 
without much loss or inconvenience tip 
either side. The ipieslion at i.ssiie wa.s 
a comparatively sinipb^ one which a com- 
petent tribunal could have readily pio- 
noimced upon. .\s it was, it was 
pending for years, and then il was 
not settled until afli^r tedioua and 
oxjienaive litig.-ition. Disputes as tn what 
interpret.'itimi .slmuld be given to the Cus- 
toms laws are now very aeldoin decided 
satisfactorily to the nnychanl. They often 
believe that they are harshly and unjustly 
treated, and there have been cases nf 
great hardship which had the parties ag- 
grieved the privilege uf a recourse to a court 
wciuld, in all probability, never have 
arisen. The Ayer's case has also brought 
another unpleasant leatuie id' the present 
system into prumincnce, aiul that ia of 
permitting those who arc believed to be 
engaged in trying to defr.inil the revenue 
to continue w iiat are considered their iin- 
priiper practices until the pri;;e, in the 
opinion of the Custom House othcers, is 
rich enough to pluck. The Ayers w ere 
suffered to go on for years making n\> 
their medicines in a way that was regard- 
ed by the Customs House oflicials as ille- 
gal; and there have been similar cases 
in other places. Merchants were per- 
mitted to go on in fancied security, when 
suddenly they were pounced upon and 
their books for years previous searched 
for evidence of fraud and irregularity. 
If it were not for the ]iraclice nf giving 
the rilhcera an iiitereal in the seizures, 
every irregularity would be adjudicated 
upon as soon as it was discovered. It is 
to ba hoped that the experience of the 
government in this Ayers' case will lead 
to a reform in the manner of collecting 
the revenue from customs and in the set- 
tlement of disputes with the customs de- 
partnieiit. 

EDITOUIAL COM .M lONTS. 

TilK idea of a ww'king muii saving 
money and using his capital to employ 
labor and to develop the resources of the 
country is most distasteful to our socialis- 
tic neighbors. According to them, every 
>ne who has capital and employs labor is 
I "tyrant" and a "moiiopolist," who 
must bo blackguarded and Icgi.slated 
iigaiiist. They call the jirolit of capital 
"spoils" and rave at tlii! suguestion thai 
it is pos.sible for a wurkiiigmau to aci|uin' 
c,'i|iital and ti: invest il, pinli l.ihly. liiil 
wi! see that this has bei'ii dmie in evei'v 
comniunity in A iiierici, whether l.irge or 
.small. I'lvuiywlu-re the c'lpitalist of to- 
day was the worlanginan of yesterday; 
and any one who has eyes to see will dis- 
cern in the wago-bariier'- 6f to-day th. 
capitalist of to-morrow. There is )ui snch 
thing as tlio one-man power in this l)n- 
Muniou or on this continent. 'The road 
to wealth and indepeiidohco is open 
to all. Millions are travelling on il. 
The only men who place obslacles in 
the way of the Iravellera ai'e the Snoialials 
and .AnarchiHls whn, unable anil unwilliii,, 
to walk in il, tlieiiisel vcis, are bnniid to dn 
all they ciu to prevent ils being travelleil 
by olluM's. They pursue a dog-in-thi-.- 
manger policy, ami would if they coidd 
put a stop l,o all progi'o.sH." They, are 
working to reduce the country to its primi- 
tive condition. When they have legia 
lated' capit-d out of the coinitry Dritiah 
Colutubia ivill be in the state iu wltiuh it 




wan when it was discovered. The 
Indians ',vho then inhabited it had ii>> 
capital and they euiplnyed no labor. It 
is to reduce the country to this state of 
poverty ami sovagery that the enemies of 
capitjil are working, Wo (juite beliovo 
that they do not see' the tendeiioy of their 
own teaching. To do this requires- sdme 
thinking capacity, and it is abundantly 
evident that they are devoid of that.

AGBICDLTDKAL DEVELOPMENT, 

(Correspondcnoo of Thk Coi.onistI. 
Very much has been aaid in reference 
to the devolopniont of the country. You 
cannot take up a newspaper, nor listen to 
tho conversation of a public iiiaii, but you 
hear tho same old story, .set to the well- 
kiiAwn tunc. It in interesting, anil Hoiiie- 
timos iiniusiiig, to liear or reed the various 
statements luado. The Emiih\: records 
one now as saying, that "the great indii.s 
tries of the province are, and .ilways uuist 
bo, mining, (isliiug and Inmbering." But 
surely, thoso aro not the only groat indius- 
trios'^ Why ignore the main .stall' of the 
country? ,Have we not liad a Umg ex- 
perience in gold mining / Doilbtle.ss Ci al 
miiiipg M a source of wealth and prosperity. 
Then add'.to .tliiis.the Gshiug and lumber- 
ing iiidustrios, and y«>t you obtain an 
iiiadequuto summary. Agriciilturo must 
over bo a chief industry of every pros- 
perous country. Manufactures, backed 
by a protective tariil', will follow by de- 
grees. 

Twenty-live years ago, lirilisli Columbia 
was so much engaged in gold mining thai 
any surface that did not coiilaiii the pro 
cious metal wua passed over as of little 
wortll. Few bad time or inelination lo 
settle on tho fniest land the coinitry coiilil 
otl'er. .\nd when the digijiii^s wne 
"played out," the thousands passed on, 
and cur-sed as they went ; yet the eoiinli v 
was in no sense inipi'oved, cxeeiit iiy llieir 
room. 

Decay in the gold mining industry and, 
more recently, progress in railway cout 
struct!' n, led uuuiy to turn Ihoir allention 
to " mother earth." 'I'lie a\e of the pin 
neer began to be heard on cvi i v side, and 
in uittuy instances right well li.is he done 
his worli. In .some localities lliatsliirdy 
race has given jiluce to what we may leriii 
tho "gontlomaii farmer,"— to men of in 
telligence and education, but with noi 
over-much practical knowledge of "uiothtM- 
earth." 

It is very easy to find fault with a man s 
"farm"— to say that this and tliat ou;;hi 
to have been done ; lliat a iiiislake has 
been made here or there. W liy not ha\i.' 
cleared this or that / Why not l.'urii 'dl 
this / Then, again, nieu do uut like le 
have faults iioiiited out to thoiti ; yet il 
by any indirect way you can open their 
eyes to faults, they will copy and improve. 
Much might bo done in thi.s ius|peei by 
agricultural societies .■uiil b\- ela--sc-.', r.i 
selioidii. 

Wu know that, a i,'real iiortinii ,if llie 
surface of thi.i Islaiul i.s at [ire.seiit iinpi'.- 
iliictive; tliatoven tiniberlitlor niilliiigpiir 
poses is in limited cjuantitics — in pati hes, 
or unreachable. These lands are not in 
tho himds of speculators, bub belong 
either to the goverinnent ortu tho railway 
company, and no doubl both would be 
glail to see them occujiied. 

In order to facilitate this object, lei lis 
in((uiio into the use of this tract of earlli. 
Hut, on the outset, 1 am iiiol with tlie 
(dijoctiun, that there is so niueli waste and 
inuuntain. if nature had a voice wliieli 
tho objector could understand, he would 
hear her scornfully cry, "Waste, what do 
you mean by wnste? If you are ignorant 
of its value, yet that does not provi' ii 
worthless. Every acre of laiul would pro 
dnce a crop if you knew what is adapted 
for each iiarticuliir .sjiot. " 

Hut as this fact has not been asccrlained, 
and tho settler dare not risk the e.K|icri- 
uient, thousands of acres lie dormant, un- 
remunerative, and would-be settlers g" 
elsewhere. We need not wonder tli.ii 
such is the ease, wluui we cnsider I lial 
older countries have li.ad o\ eivrowiU'd 
po|)ulation3, yet at the same lime tlmii 
sands of acres of swamp uiul waste, ll 
is only a few yetirs ago that J'russia con- 
ceived the idea of utilising her awatnps 
and wastes. 

The rnited .States ha.s alway--i 
looked upon her agriciillur.il inleiesL-j a.i 
a chief sourcu of wi'idlli. i 'aiiada i.; 
slowly taking timely warning. Ii is iiei 
a good sign when husbandry is pushed i-, 
one side ; when there is little inipiiry for 
land ; 'whi>n>vegcUil>les and. fruits are ini 
ported ; when chicken feed is grown in n 
neighboring state. 

The experience of setllei s nii this island 
proves that a vast \'ariely of the mos 
valuable iiroducis rewards llu? labour-i oi 
man. K.\periiiienlal I'arins, ^f slarteil 
within reasonable time, would be of great 
benolit to the surruimding district in 
which each one is established. 

Hntiah Oolunibia is a vory o-xtensive 
country— too vast to derive good from 
tests on one f»rni. \'aiiconvor Islaiiil ha;i 
a different climate to that of I he iiiainlaii<l, 
also a very difi'ereiit soil. I'.;aidi locality re 
quires dillerent tillage. Again, the islaiul 
is humid, with summers and wnilers lem 
perate, while the mainland has greaiei 
extremes. The climate west of the Uas- 
cudea is ditl'ereiit to that uu the cast of 
that range. Kxperiments tried in one 
place would mislead in each case. 1 kiiov. 
from experience that eatlle from lie- 
Similkameen detiM-iorale on llie h' laser. 
The fauna anil flora differ on i -land a. id 
mainland. Experiments at .\L;as.^i/. \iili 
bo of no benelit to X'ancouver Island, noi 
east of the Cascades, but doubtless of 
utility to the neigliliorhood of Cliilliw.ack. 

An oxporinieiital I'aiin is needed iniiiie 
diately on the island and one e.isi 
of tho Cascades. In the seleelmn of an 
experimental farm 1 wcuild like kiinw 
what is eliielly aiiiied al . Is iL im al or 
general benefit ( Where il will be as much 
self-sustaining as possible, and in view ol 
which, to get tho best land, and ready for 
the plow I 

I would prefer that the prom.iicrs, tc 
some extent, begin with the buest and 
virgin earth, in fact level i>rairie does 
not meet the case required. lOvery per 
s<m knows that good soil will jiroducu a 
crop, but many want to know about indif- 
ferent soils and the various kinds of soils; 
how to work these to advaiilago, and what 
is adiipled for each. The wi lier, in llu 
early days, was no straii;;er lo .Agassi;- 
farm. lie remembers on oiio occasion ur 
dering liis Indian.-i to pull up at the iiiin 
oral springs (now ,St. Alice's lJiilel)and 
shaving with tl^e hot water flowing at his 
feet ; all that region then unnecupied; bul 
as it is inary years since, 1 am not famil- 
iar witli the e.\act spot selecled, so thai I 
I'.annot foi in an u|iinioii. Ili-nco, I may 
inquire, IJoes the spol seleided gi\'e thai 
variety of soil, etc., neces.sary for experi- 
menting in (iriJer to benelit a locality hav- 
ing different soil, etc.'/ 1 maintain that 
a farm with one kind of soil 
can not meet the case required. 
There must be variety, otherwise how 
can it bo ascortnined how ciTtjiiii kinds of 
grain will grow on dillerent s.dls on llie 
same farm/ Again, some per.snn.-i may 
wish to know what grasses ai e best loi- 
gravelly soil, jieat, alluvial di'posil, vege- 
table deposit, sw;iiiip, beach (gravelly and 
shale); alao what clovers. A natural 
al renin is alao required to prove tho effect 
i f irrigation, also a winter ovofHow, by 
freshet or otherwise, on a fmv acres; also, 
we may wish to kno^' what mols and 
plants are most ailajiled lor each of these 
Hoila. 

The exjiBiimontid farm ought to have 
dill'oreut 'levels,, ill order to ascertain what, 
to grow on eaol^.-jilaJI| and side bea. h. It 
should have varuniR' aepeelM, especially in 
oxporimenling ■ on (he grow th of li iiil, 
trees. We would like to know llie eli','i l, 
of the same kind of fruit liaa.-s ])l.iiiled iii 
(lili'orent levels and aspecls; for insl.uiee, 
applo trees, ul;c., planted on side In^nclies, 
facing-southeast, southwest, northeast, or 
any other point, and wliat kind , prospm- 
best in each locality.

Disease ill potatoes can easily bo prO: 
diii ed, inn plant on did'oront soils imd 
tell IIS w'liat kinds are least subject to 
disease; what kind to plant on high land 
and what more safely on low. Any kind 
will bo good on smuo aiiils aijd iii anmo 
hicalities. 

It will 1)0 seen that to have sncceaaful 
uxperimeuta there are required variety of 
soil, elevation, aspect, al«J water, on the 
.same fiii iii; and thou you can instnict to 
a eel i.iiiity siioh localities posseaaing the 
like kind.

Kennedy, who killed .Archer, in July 
last, near (ioldon, was placed on trial on 
the 2d iiist. , at Kaniloops. Tho case 
was closed at midiiight, but owing to tlu! 
illness of some of the juiy the judge's 
charge waa reaarved for the following d.ay, 
and the jury were locked up for the night 
with iiiatructiona to tho ahcriU'not to allow 
them to.separate. , Next morning, a juror 
took ill afteC)}Naicfiii't iiud)titH'e shenfi' put 
him in ' charge of a gniiTcl Juror' in an 
apartment by liiiiiaelf. When t!u! court 
assembled at 9 o'clock these facts were 
made known, and the judj^e, reiM-imaiul- 
ing the slierifi"' had to discharge the jury 
and direct a fresh trial. On T'uesday the 
new trial commenced, and the case was 
left to tho second jury about midnight. 
An oxhau.'#lve ebargu waa given to the 
etl'ei;l that nothing leas than murder in its 
more inexcuaablo form waa committed, 
but that this (luestion was for the jury to 
deturniilie indepemlently of the opinion 
of the court . The jury wtue locke<l np 
all night, and after twenty hours conliiie- 
nient returned to the court about (1 p. m. 
next day with a verdict of manslaughter. I I'-dwanls. 
The prisoner on being asked twice what 
be had to say, replied "nothing now." 
The judge informed the prisoner that be 
eoiihl not .igree with file verdict, as the 
crime committed was clearly murder un- 
der circninstances showing great cruelty 
and in the ahseiiee of any leg.al or other 
reason for the verdict. .-Xfter a lengtbj' 
review of the facts of the case, ho sen- 
tenced the prisoner to -imprisonment for 
life. ' 

The prisoner seemed grc^itly relieved 
wluni be heard the verdict of man- 
slaughter rendered, and did not appear to 
care much for the life sentence that was 
passed upon hiiu. Judge Wulkem tried 
the case.
